LONDON, Nov. 27.—William Hoh- 
enzollern will have to leave Holland 
if his presence there becomes perilous 
to that country, Premier Ruija de 
Beerenbrouck is quoted by the Am- 
sterdam correspondent of the Daily 
Express, as declaring in the second 
chamber of the Dutch parliament on 
November 20. 

“The ex-kaiser is in Holland as a 
Private person,” said the premier, as 
quoted by the correspondent

His suggestions were approved by the 
council which has not yet made an 
actual decision, An enormous ‘back 
to the land” n.ovement is anticipated 
with the return of the men from 
overseas, Mr. Crerar said. 

Prof. W. F. Osborne of the Nation- 
al Congress of Education, wae -sceived 
by the council this morning. He spoke 
on matters dealing with the work of 
the educational .ongress and asked for 
the hearty support of the council in 
assisting this work. 

The afternoon session was largely 
taken up in interviewing a deputation 
from the Winnipeg board of trade. A 
further session will be necessary to- 
morrow, Mr, Lambert said,

For practical reason@, it is said, the 
use of the English language would 
be more convenient to a larger num- 
ber of the delegates than French, for 
during the sessions of the inter-Allied 
conference, all but two of the dele- 
gates spoke English, Whereas a con- 
siderable number did not speak French 
and were unable to O@nderstand the 
proceedings when going on in French. 
The printed record ofthe daily pro- 
ceedings will be in bath French and 
English for the convemence of all, in

CASE OF ALBERTA 


Would Be Deprived of Large 
Coal Areas Located in 
Parks 


REGINA, Nov. 27.—The Dominion 
government, even if the cabinet decid- 
ed to return to the western provinces 
their natural resources attached so 
many strings that it seems scarcely 
worth while bothering further with 
the problem at present, was the state- 
ment made yesterday by Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, Minister of Agriculture 
for Saskatchewan, on his return from 
attending the provincial conference of 
premiers at Ottawa. 

The government, he said, while ad- 
mitting a willingness to favorably con- 
sider the return of the natural re- 


reservations which were stated by 
Hon. A. Meighen. They numbered 
five and were, the administration of 
the school endowment fund; the re- 
tention by the Dominion government 
of all public parks; the retention of 
all forest reserves; the retention of all 
water powers; and the right to supply 
the railways from the coal resources 
of the provinces, coal areas to be re- 
served for this purpose. 
Tdttle or Nothing Left 

Mr. Motherwell pointed out that 
after these reservations had been 
made there was little or nothing left 
except the agricultural lands, timber 
areas an@ some coal mines, of which 
the best had already been alienated 
from ‘the province. The forest re- 
serves in Saskatchewan covered a 
large area and reservation of them by 
the Dominion government would mean 
that Saskatchewan would be deprived 
of resources which might be of much 
value in the future. 

Alberta Reservations 

As for Alberta, the reservation of 
public parks meant that that prov- 
ince would be deprived altogether of 
large coal areas which are located in 
the Alberta parks, such as the Bank- 
head mine near Banff.

WANTS SOME 
GERMAN SHIPS 


FOR CANADA 


' Ontario Navy League Makes Pro- 
posal Regarding Surrendered 
Fleet 


TORONTO, Novy. 27.—In reply to 
the suggestion of Lord Beresford, that 
the question of the freedom of the 
seas should not be discussed. at the 
coming peace conference, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed by the On- 
tario division of the navy league of 
Canada, at its meeting in the city to- 
day: 

“In the opinion of the Navy League 
of Canada, Ontario division, it is felt 
that the question of the freedom of 
the seas cannot be eliminated from 
the peace discussions, but we are 
unanimously of the opinion that the 
freedom of the seas could only be 
guaranteed by a strong imperial 
navy.” 

The resolution was sent to the Navy 
League of England. 

“We are here today as free citizens, 
through the grace of the Almighty 
and through the instrument that He 
has made in His wisdom, namely-——the 
British fleet,” said Commodore Ame- 
lius Jarvis, in opening the first annual 


meeting, 

The league has a total membership 
of 35,540 in the province. Over a 
hundred delegates were present at the 
meeting. 

The results of the recent sailors’ 


week campaign were announced, The 
net receipts from the city of Toronto 
were $555,794.40. From the rest of 
the provinces the sum of $570,902.99 
was collected, making a total for the 
campaign from Ontario of $1,126,- 
697.39. 
Want Some Surrendered Ships 

A reply from Hon, Mr. Ballantyne, 
Minister of Naval Defence, to a pro- 
posal from the league that steps be 
taken to develop the naval force of 
Canada so that protection to the mer- 
cantile marine may be afforded was 
read to the meeting. It was suggested 
to the minister that an effort be made 
to secure some of the ships surrend- 
ered by the Germans 80 that a com- 
plete naval unit might be formed 
apart from the smaller ships which 
are being built in Canada, 

“We further trust,” the message 
read, “that you will see to it that no 
disbandment of our naval forces takes 
place, and that all Canadian officers 
At present in the royal navy are trans- 
ferred to Canada, so that a real naval 
force will be created and may be 
available for the development of our 
merchant marine.” 

Hon. Mr. Ballantyne, in his reply, 
étated that the suggestion of the naval 
league would be taken into Serious 
consideration when the naval policy 
of Canada was being formulated, 

He also said that, so far, no naval 
plans had been determined on,

“The peace we hope to achieve must 
be a peace not of hate or revenge, the 
fruits of which might be further and 
even more terrible strife. We wish 
by every means to avert that possi- 
bility; But righteousness must be 
vindicated, even though vindication 
involves sternness, 

“There is, however, as I need hardly 
say, no wish on the part of the Allied 
nations to crush or destroy the peoples 
of Germany, Evidence to the con- 
trary is amply abundant.” 


GAVE LARGE 
SUMS TO HELP 
WIN THE WAR 


Francis Bannerman, New York 
Dealer, Dead—Offered Entire 
Stock to Kitchener 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Announce- 
men was made here tonight of the 
death in this city yesterday of Francis 
Bannerman, dealer in military goods 
and war relics, who believed so thor- 
oughly in the war against Germany 
that he tried to donate his entire $1,- 
500,000 stock of military supplies to 
Great Britain, 

Mr. Bannerman offered his entire 
stock to Lord Kitchener at the begin- 
ning of the war, but the offer was de- 
clined, because, though of Scottish or- 
igin, he was a naturalized American. 
Later, by omitting to state that he was 
an American citizen, he succeeded in 
donating to Great Britain the com- 
plete equipment of a regiment of sol- 
diers valued at $70,000. He made an- 
other gift of 1,000 rifles with bayonets, 
valued at $30,000 

When the United States entered the 
war Mr. Bannerman gave the war de- 
partment two six-inch guns and $20,- 
000 for remounting them on modern 
carriages, Shortly before his death 
he donated to the commission for the 
relief of Belgium 50,000 garments and 
a draft for 50,000 francs for the em- 


ployment of Belgian labor to alter 
them for immediate use. 
Mr, Bannerman was one of the 


leaders in the fight against the propos- 
al of German sympathizers to enact 
legislation forbidding the export of 
military supplies to the Allied nations, 
He made several addresses against the 
proposal, and to back up his argu- 
ments gave away souvenir pencils 
made of cartridge shells captured by 
American soldiers during the Spanish- 
American war.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—No worth 
is attached by President Wilson to the 
argument of critics of his plans for 
attending the peace conference that 
upon crossing the sea he loses the 
right to perform executive duties and 
must allow them to develve upon the 
senate, It was said officially today 
that the president will administer the 
duties of his office as completely 
aboard ship and from Paris as though 
he were in the United States. He holds 
that there are no constitutional diffi- 
culties, and wireless and cable com- 
munication solves the physical prob- 
lem. 

The president's secretary, Mr. Tum- 
ulty, instead of being a member of the 
peace party, will remain in Washing- 
ton threughout the president's ab- 
sence and conduct the affairs of the 
White House office as usual, 

The president will start on his voy- 
age the early part of next week. 

President Wilson's plans for e@t- 
tending the peace conference are all 
matured, with the exception of the day 
and hour of sailing. His departure 
however, !s certain early next week. 

It is entirely probable that the first 
announcement of the personnel of the 
American delegation will be made in 
the Presideut’s address at the opening 
of congress, which will be delivered 
on Monday or Tuesday, At the 6ame 
time the President may take occasion 
to make something in the nature of a 
Statement to the country, as well as to 
congress on his going to Hurope, some- 
thing no other President has ever 
done. 

No Censorship On News 

The most important announcement 
that has yet been made in connection 
with the official plans for the peace 
conference came today, It was that 
there would be absolutely no censor- 
ship on the news which the American 
newspaper correspondents send back 
home. At the request of President 
Wilson, both the British and the 
French governments will entirely re- 
lax censorship on all American news- 
paper dispatches telling of the de- 
liberations, Furthermore, to facill- 
tate the transmission of news to this 
country, the government with its re- 
cently acquired control of the cabies 
will give news preference in trans- 
mission second only to government 
official business, News will take pref- 
erence over all commercial business 
on the cables, 

Goes to France First 

Besides the president's official party 
{the George Washington, the steamer 
{on which the president will sail, will 
| carry a naval crew of more than 1,000 
officers and men. The George Wash- 
ington, being a faster ship, will arrive 
in France at about the same time as 
the Orizaba. It seems to be settled,

NEW STANDARD 
SET FOR DAIRY 


PRODUCTS 


Municipalities Engaged in Food 
Inspection Work Advised to 


Adopt Them 


OTTAWA, Nov. 27.—-At today’s ses- 
sion of the Dominion dairy conference 
revised federal standards for dairy 
products were adopted and the recom- 
mendation made that the same be rec- 
ognized and adopted by all municipal- 
ities engaged in food inspection work. 

A resolution was presented by H. H. 
Dean, professor of dairy husbandry at 
the Ontario Agricultural College, rec- 
ommending the introduction of the 
process of Pasteurization in all Cana- 
dian creameries. Pasteurization, he 
said ,was the first requisite in the 
manufacture of butter in uniform 
grade, free from all objectionable fla- 
vors and of long-keeping quality. It 
was the secret of Danish success and 
universally employed in New Zealand. 
Before Canada could hope ‘to obtain 
first rank as a butter producer the 
general adoption of Pasteurization 
was essential, 

Dr. Torrance, veterinary director- 
feneral, dealt with the necessity for 
Pasteurization of dairy by-products, 
pointing out that milk from tubercu- 
losis cows constituted the main source 
of infection of tuberculosis in hogs. 
He estimated that the loss today was 
over half a million dollars annually, 
and was gradually increasing. 

A resolution was adopted calling for 
legislation necessary to make com- 
pulsory the sterilization of skim milk 
and whey. 

The chairman, J. A. Ruddick, Can- 
adian commissioner, announced the 
intention of the federal department of 
}agriculture to organize a@ dairy re- 
{search division, which should investi- 
gate the ecientific problems constantly 
arising in the manufacture of dairy 
products, 

The basis or organization of the 
national dairy council was decided up- 

on, It was agreed that the council 
should be composed of two represent- 
atives from each province, and that 
they added to their number as follows: 

Four cheese manufacturers, three 
butter manufacturers, three milk dis- 
|tributors, three milk and cream pro- 
ducers, three ice cream manufactur- 
ers and one condensary representative, 
| From the above, numbering  thirty- 
}four in all, eastern and western exec- 
utives are to be selected.

MOVING TO SAVE 


LIFE OF MOONEY | 


SAN FRANCISCO, Novy. 27.-—The In- 
ternational Workers’ Defence League, 
which is handling the financial mat- 
|ters of the Thomas J. Mooney case, 
received word today that a demon- 
jatration of more than 100,000 workers 
is being planned in New York on 
December 7 as a protest against 
Mooney’'s conviction and pending exe- 
ecution, The cloakmakers’ and ladies’ 
tailors’ union here today made public 


resolutions calling for a strike in 
Mooney's behalf December 9. 
A delegation of ten from the San

EXTEND WORK TO 
SIBERIAN FORCE 


Shipment of Supplies Is Left to| 


Alberta and British Columbia 
Branches 


TORONTO, Novy, 27.—It was decid- 
ed at a meeting of the Canadian Red 
Cross Society today that this organiza- 
tion will undertake the regular Red 
Cross work among the Canadian  sol- 
diers on the Siberian expedition, that 
the work at Halifax among returning 
soldiers will be enlarged, and _ that 
preparations will be made to carry on 
the work in the Canadian hospitals to 
a greater extent than has been done in 
the past. This decision is the result 
of the two-day conference which the 
council has been holding in this city 
and it indicates that the Red Cross 
will carry on a progressive policy as 
long as their services are reqyired 
among the sick and wounded collars 
who will return from overseas. In 
connection with the Siberian expedi- 
tion it has been resolved to affiliate 
the work with the British and the 
United States Red Cross organizations 
and to leave the shipping of supplies 
to the British Columbia and Alberta 
branches. 

In connection with the work at Hal- 
ifax considerable attention has been 
devoted to supplying the wants of the 
sick and wounded upon their arrival, 
and now, in view of the increased 
number who are expected to arrive 
shortly, the activities of the organiza- 
tion will be increased at that point. 
Up to the present this work has been 
looked after by the Halifax branch, 
but now they will be given financial 
and what other assistance they ‘need. 
The same applies to the work in the 
Canadian hospitals, owing to the in- 
creased number of men who will re- 


turn. 
Asked to Increase Supplies 

Many points are well organized for 
this effort, but all the branches are 
to be organided thoroughly and they 
will be asked to hold themselves in 
readiness to meet any requisitions 
which may be made upon them from 
the commanding officers of the mili- 
tary hospitals. In this connection an 
appeal is being sent out to the branch- 
es asking them to increase their sup- 
plies. 

With regard to the relief work 
among refugees in France and Bel- 
«ium, it has been decided Wo luaii iat 
to three months, covering November, 
December and January. An appeal 
was sent out some time ago asking 
the branches to supply material for 
this activity, and for three months 
the supplies on hand will be used for 
women's and children's garments, ra- 
ther than for French and Belgian hos- 
pitals. 

It is pointed out with regard to the 
Red Crows program for the future that 
there will bea greater demand for 
money and a less demand for supplies 


than has been the case in the past. | 


There will be leas clothing to be eup- 
plied to the hospitals, while there wil!

the schools have been closed. The psy- 
chological effect will be good when 
they are opened in all those districts 
| where they may be safely opened. The 
schools in these Districts will be open- 
ed not with any idea of trying to 
“eatch up” with work, but to get the 
jchildren back to normal conditions and 
normal surroundings. 

The Edmonton local board of health 

at its meeting yesterday went thor- 
oughly over the whole ground. If the 
regulation as announced is strictly ad- 
hered to, it will, of course, cause some 
litle inconveniences. For example, the 
Calgary Normal school opens Monday. 
It was thought that the work of the 
Camrose Normal School could be 
transferred to Edmonton, and that 
work could commence here Monday. 
Perhaps if the board of health and the 
| school board met and talked it over 
that might with safety be still arrang- 
| ed. 
The Provincial board found, from 
| time to time, that it was safe and con- 
| venient to make little variations, so as 
| to cover things that were not discussed 
or anticipated before hand, but all 
this can be safely left to the local 
boards. The local boards of health can 
work out any such variations better 
than the Provincial board could all! 
over the province.

Letter from Joe Clarke to 
Alderman Chas. E. Wilson:

DEAR SIR: As you will probably have noticed in the papers, I 
have been nominated on a petition to contest for the Mayor's seat at 
the coming election on Dec: 9th next, and have consented to be a 
candidate, 

My impression now is that you and I will be the only two candi- 
dates for the office of Mayor at the coming election, This should en- 
able the issues of the campaign to be fairly and freély laid before the 
electorate, and should enable the electorate to make a clear-cut deci- 
sion on questions of principle entirely. 

You are, fortunately, (so far as I am aware) in the very happy 
Position of having no personal enemies whatsoever, and certainly, 1 
know nothing that would entitle you to have any, so that, as far as 
we, at least, are concerned, all references put before the public should 
be upon the questions of city administration, upon which you have 
different opinions from those held by myself, or upon which I differ 
from your public actions or your public record, and if we follow the 
line indicated, there is no reason why our personal relations after the 
vote is counted on Dec. 9th, should not be exactly the same as they 
are now. Certainty, I have no desire that it should be otherwise. 

However, on the question of public policy and municipal admin- 
istration, I think it only fair to say that I caddidly differ with you on 
all the larger and more essential questions that you have taken a 
stand upon during the past two years. 

IT noticed in your first interview that the thought seemed to im- 
press itself upon you that the people who make money, by loaning 
money to the city, were entitled to as much or more consideration than 
those citizens who pay taxes. One firm, at least, in the city, I am in- 
formed, having advanced over $200,000 upon back taxes to safeguard 
investments, in addition to paying the second largest taxes of the city 
as soon as the same were due, seem to me to be more entitled to con- 
sideration than all our creditors put together. 

I believe, and have always believed since 1912, that our city 
finances were absolutely and grossly mismanaged, primarily in the 
interests of the Imperial Bank, and I think that mismanagement has 
reached a climax during the past two years, for you will remember 
that last year as well as this year, when the time for election came 
around, the citizens were informed that the City Treasury was empty; 
that the city needed to be re-saved, and that only someone chosen by 
the bank in advance could do that saving. 

Upon the question of leasing, giving away or simply putting a 
fence around the three parks In tie thickly settled eastern portion of 
the city—namely, Old Hospital site, Patricia Square, and Hast- End 
(Borden) Park-—I may say that I differ absolutely and entirely with 
everything that you have done or advocated in connection therewith, 
and am opposed absolutely to any such alienation or limitation to the 
use of our Parks, 

As Chairman of the Finance Committee, you are, I take it, as 
much responsible as any other alderman for the system of taxation 
foisted upon the city during the present year, in-defiance of the con- 
trary vote expressed at the polls by the electors, and I am opposed to 
taxes on improvements, business taxes of 20, 15 or 10 per cent., in- 
come taxes and excessive licenses, especially if the money raised by 
such means is reduced from the land tax upon vacant land held by 
absentees for speculation. 

In regard to the question of health, which has been forcibly 
brought to the attentfon of every citizen durfng the past six weeks, 
the manner in which our parks shall be dealt with is very closely 
allied with actual health conditions, and I am informed that the city 
sewers have not even been flushed for over three months, and I know 
without being informed that even the paved streets have been scarcely 
touched during the past summer, excepting a little flushing done with 
the sprinkler on a few of the downtown streets. These will probably 
be some of the most important issues to be dealt with. 

I am writing this letter primarily, to invite you to attend every 
meeting called by the Committee having charge of the campaign in 
the interests of my candidature. At such meetings arrangements can 
be made in advance for you to take the platform at any time you care 
to do s0, taking into consideration the other meetings you will have to 
attend during the short campaign, and I may say also that at such 
meetings you will be allowed whatever time you’ may see fit to occupy, 
in laying before the electorate your views upon the issues to be de- 
cided at this election, and I hope that you will see your way clear to 
accept this invitation in the spirit in which it is given, and I beg to 
assure you, personally, that I accept wi'*out question the claims put 
forward on your behalf that only the b interests of the city influ- 
ence you In this campaign, and in the stand that you took upon the 
above and other public questions, and I also wish to assure you that 
should you be successful and occupy the Mayor's chair for 1919, that 
should you at any time so desire, you will be free to call upon me for 
any service that you may think my limited ability will enable me to 
perform. 

The first regular campaign meeting will be in the Empire Theatre, 
Saturday night, November 30th, and I shall make it a special point 
to notify you, either through your Committee, or by letter to your 
house, or in any other way you may direct, as soon as any other meet- 
ings are arranged, so that you may be able to avail yourself of the 
invitation, should you care to do so, Yours truly,

ests of my candidature. In the meanwhile, I would suggest that if it 
ig possible for you to do so, that a political meeting .being confined 
entirely to grown-up adults, that no great harm could possibly result 
if the ban on public meetings were removed at 7 p.m. Saturday night, 
in place of midnight. If this, however, is beyond your power, we can 
only look forward to reaching as many of the electorate as possible

order giving them such jurisdiction 
has been varied, and the bans will 
remain on indefinitely and the pro- 
vincial board will retain sole control 
as to such restrictions, in the follow- 
ing district, namely:

A ‘‘Made in Germany’”’ Monopoly? 

In reference to the report that 
the Dominion Government has 
sold to the Shell Oil Company & 
complete monopoly of the oil lands 
in Canada, developed and undevel- 
»ped, east of the Rocky Mountains, 
a well-informed engineer informs 
The Bulletin that the Shell com- 
pany is not a British concern, as 
claimed, but a German company 
operating under cover of head- 
quarters in Holland. 

The real name of the company 
is said to be the Royal Dutch Shell 
Company, and it is the largest oil 
corporation in the world. It con- 
trals the oil producing industry In 
Denmark, Rumania and Persia 
and has extensive interests in 
Mexico, The company, it is said, 
has already been carrying on test- 
ing operations in Alberta under 
the names of various local com- 


panies.

Street Railway Fares. 

It is a theory that street car 
tickets.ean be bought at stores at 
the rate of five for a quarter. Un- 
fortunately it is coming to be little 
more than a theory. In most parts 
of the city it is more trouble to 
find a place where tickets are sold 
than to make a moderate journey 
on foot. Instead ofencouraging 
on foot. Instead of encouraging 
them to walk. That may be 
good for their health, but it is not 
good for the health of the street 
railway, nor is it giving the pub- 
lie the service they are entitled to. 
If the street railway fare is five 
cents everyone should be given an 
equal chance to ride at the price. 
The present arrangement is not a 
square deal, As it works out, 
people living close to a store where 
tickets are sold can travel at five 
cents per trip; those living else- 
where have to pay six and a quar- 
ter cents or walk. 


Pushing the Pan-German Idea 

Dr. Otto Baeur, who as secretary 
of state is presiding over the de- 
bris of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire, informs the Associated Press 
that he favors a union of the Ger- 
man republics in Austria with the 
federation of states in old Ger- 
many. 

This is less the announcement 
of a new scheme than an acknowl- 
edgment of a scheme that has been 
in process of accomplishment ever 
since the revolutionary era began 
in the Central Empires. Whoever 
is directing the scene-shifting, and 
whatever his ultimate aims, it has 
been hinted from many quarters 
that the upheaval is to end in the 
formation of a greater German 
empire by the union of the Ger- 
man-Austrian states with those of 
former Germany. 

If Germany is thus allowed to 
salvage the wreck of the Austrian 
empire it will be compensated for 
the loss of the French provinces, 
and will emerge from the war 
greater in area, population and 
racial solidarity than it entered it. 
Until the aims of Germany are 
better defined it would be folly 
for the Allies to permit any such 
development of the pan-German 
program, The peace conference 
should make an end of it. 

The ‘‘Ross Rifle’’ Again 

Sir Charles Ross is entering suit 
against the Dominion Government 
for nineteen million dollars — be- 
cause his rifle factory was taken 
over a year ago last spring. Ten 
millions of the claim is demanded 
because the Government bought 
rifles from other concerns Seine, 


taking the entire output of — the 
factory. 
It is for the courts to decide 


whether we must pay this huge 
sum. What will strike the public 
at once is that the making of mili- 
tary rifles must be a stupendously 
profitable line of business; too 


profitable to be left in the hands 
of a private concern, 

There will also be recalled a 
declaration made by Sir Charles 
when the factory was taken over 
and the Ross rifle was ‘‘under 
fire,’’ that he had impressed upon 
the Government his entire willing- 
ness to alter the pattern of the 
rifle so as to remedy the defects it 
had developed under test of war 
conditions. Whatever weight this 
declaration may carry in the 
courts, the public will properly 
want to know why the offer was 
not accepted rather than run the 
country into a lawsuit for this 
vast sum of money. ’ 

If nineteen million dollars 18 
the price the people of Canada 
must, pay for having replaced the 
notorious ‘Ross rifle’? in the 
hands of our soldiers by a rifle 
that could be depended upon to 
shoot when it was wanted to, they 
will pay it with recognition that 
the lives saved were of infinitely 
more value than the cost, But they 
will have to be shown that the 
contract with the Ross company 
could not have been cancelled, or 
that the Ross rifle could not have 
been made a serviceable weapon 
without imposing such a demand 
upon the pockets of the tax-pay- 


ers.

Lifting The Ban. 

The city board of health have 
decided to lift the ban on churches 
and theatres on Saturday. It can 
only be hoped that the time has 
come when this may be done with 
safety; it cannot be known to a 
certainty. 

The schools are not to re-open 
until the New Year. This means 
that more than half the term will 
be lost; and in the long interval 
the pupils will probably have for- 
gotten most of what they learned 
during the first half. But the 
teaching staff is not in condition to 
resume work at once, and to re- 
open at the middle of the month 
would leave only one complete 
school week before the Christmas 
holidays. , 

The removal. of the ban against 
church services and theatrical per- 
formances does not, of course, re- 
move the danger of contagion. 
That there is believed to still be a 
real danger of contagion is shown 
by the wording of the resolutions 
passed by the board, which forbid 
people who have coughs to attend 
the services and shows. The publie 
are thereby warned to be on guard 
and take no unnecessary risks, 

There is one way, and only one, 
in which the time lost to the school 
children can be made up. That is 
to go over the curriculum and cut 
out for next term all the non-es- 
sential subjects upon which a large 
proportion of the school day has 


hitherto been spent, and to allow} 


teachers and pupils to concentrate 
for the six months on the subjects 
which form the foundation and 
frame work of a common school 
education. 

If that is done the children will 
be as far advanced at the end of 
the year in essential subjects as 
though the epidemic had not oc- 
curred, for the time lost is not 
more than the proportion of the 
school year ordinarily spent on 
the subjects which would be cut 
out. If it is not done we will be 


denying the pupils the substance | 


of education in order to keep up 
the appearance of giving them a 
broader culture. 


Defying Justice. 


Liebnecht and his Socialist 
friends are waging a war of words 
against the provisional German 
government, on the ground that it 
is too much disposed to bow 
down to the Allies. 

The criticism is empty. The Ger- 
man Government has not humbled 
itself to the extent that has been 
required of conquered states in 
the past, and such bowing as it has 
done has been of necessity and not 
of choice. 

Being empty, the criticism they 
offer is the key to the sentiment 


of Liebnecht and his followers to- | 
little | 


ward the Allies. However 
disposed to accept full and proper 
consequences for Germany’s 
crimes may be the unknown quan- 
tity which now holds the reigns 
of power, the German Socialist 
faction headed by Liebnecht would 
resist still more strongly the idea 
that these crimes should be pun- 
ished. 

The German Socialists have 
proven themselves another of the 
vain hopes of the Allies, Through- 
out the war the hope has been that 
this party, claiming to exist to 
champion the cause of democracy 
in Germany, would dislocate the 
working of the military machine 
and help to bring Kaiserism and 
carnage to an end, 

As a matter of fact German So- 


cialism has done less 
the operations of the military ma- 
chine than pro-German sympath- 
izers in Allied countries did to 
hamper the efforts of these nations 
to save themselves from destruc- 
tion. German Socialists talked de- 
mocracy, so far as they were told 
to, or so far as they were able 
without exposing themselves to 
danger; and fought the battles of 
smashed the chance of ‘‘world 
power’’ being achieved. 

Now German Socialism is engag- 
ed in the task of trying to save 


its crimes, and to cheat the Allies 
out of the fruits of victory and 
bring about a palavered peace 
which would leave Germany in a 
position to again strike for the ex- 
tinction of human liberty and the 
| exploitation of the world. 

| Humanity has nothing to expect 
| from German Socialism except 
| talk designed to befool or bully 
the Allies into a negotiated peace 
which would defy the claims of 
justice, excuse Germany from pen- 
alty, and expose the world to an- 
other outbreak of Hunism when- 
ever the chances for success seem 
good, 

German Socialism is in a way 
the most dangerous faction in 
Germany. Its appeal is to those 
who are least capable of discern- 
ing whither they are being led, and 
it is leading them to set them- 
selves in array against the law 
that crime must be punished if se- 
curity is to be achieved,

To The Bulletin Legal Dept.: Does 
a married man require his wife's sig- 
nature on the deed should he sell his 
homestead?

Under the Dower act a transfer of 
the home property has to be signed by 
the wife. Of course, if the homestead 
was not the actual home of the trans- 
ferer, he would not need to have his 
wife sign the transfer, but he would 
have to make an affidavit to the ef- 
fect that the property was not his 
home.

Wolverlgmpton, Lioyd George refe:-
